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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-13 and 15-25 have been presented for examination. 

Election / Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
claimed inventions. Restriction to one of the following invention is required under 35 
U.S.C 121: 

I. Claims 1-12 drawn to a method for downloading the data text 
from a electronic library into an electronic book viewer upon 
comparing (i.e. authenticating) the unique key associated with data 
text of an electronic book to the unique key identifying the 
electronic viewer without user input of an identifier of the user in the 
library , classified in class 713, subclass 155. 

II. Claims 1 3 and 1 5 - 20 drawn to a method for transmitting a 
purchase order of an electronic book from the electronic library to a 
remote operations cente r and uploading a data file from a remote 
operations center into an electronic library, classified in class 726, 
subclass 6. 

III. Claims 21-25 drawn to a method for inserting a data text into a 
video signal from a remote operation center to the library, 
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decrypting and decompressing of an electronic book from an 
electronic viewer for copy protection using video cryptography , 
classified in class 380, subclass 201. 

3. Inventions I, II and III are related as combination and subcombination disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The subcombination is distinct from the 
combination if it is shown to be separately usable. The following case instants: 

Invention I provides a method for downloading the data text from a electronic 
library into an electronic book viewer by comparing (i.e. authenticating) the unique key 
associated with data text of an electronic book to the unique key identifying the 
electronic viewer without user input of an identifier of the user in the library (i.e. server 
provides computer authentication). 

Invention II provides a method for transmitting a purchase order of an electronic 
book from the electronic library to a remote operations cente r and uploading a data file 
from a remote operations center into an electronic library for the purpose of network 
usage managements. 

Invention III provides a method inserting a data text into a video signal from a 
remote operation center to the library, decrypting and decompressing of an electronic 
book from an electronic viewer for data processing protection with tamper resistant (i.e. 
copy protection using video cryptography) . 
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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purpose as indicated is proper.
